Jas. F. Lingafelter Subjected to Rigit 


Cross-Examination by Prosecutor 


Fitzgibbon. 


(By Wire from Staff Correspondent.) 


Mt. Vernon, O., Feb. 25—James F. 


Lingafelter, the Newark cashier, who 
is on trial for forgery, did not help his 
case when he took the stand in his own 
behalf. In fact, the defendant made 
a poor Witness and about the 
only 


thing he could say, was that it was all 
a mistake. 


As wired the Advocate 
yesterday 


afternoon, Liingafelter took the witness 
stand at 2:40 o'clock and he remained 
in the witness box till nearly 5:30, and 
he was subjected to the most rigid fire 
in cross examination ever heard in the 
Knox county court room. Prosecutor 
Fitzgibbon conducted the cross-examin- 
ation end he -put his whole energy into 
it 
The prosecutor, familiar with the 


defendant's record from A to Z, and 
knowing every point in the case, shot 
question after Question at the ex- 
cashier in such a rapid and direct way 
that the accused banker nearly broke 
down. 


At large crowd sat all through the 


afternoon listening to every word that 
passed between the 
Licking county 


prosecutor and the accused man. Mr. 
Fitzgibboon was at his best and he 
scored repeatedly as his examination 
progressed. 


The defense announced at 7:15 last 


night that it 
would rest toe case, 


which announcement came rather «n 
expcctcdly. bat not nearly so much as 
when Prosecutor Fitzgibbon announc- 
ed that the state would consume only 
ten minutes in rebuttal. 


"But, 
your honor, we expect a 


certain record, and do not have it in 
court at present. We would ask that 
this case be adjourned until Saturday 
morning." 


Judpe Coyner was plainly annoyed 


and said. "Why didn't you have it, Mr. 
Prosecutor? You knew of this night 
session in time." 


But there was nothing to do. and at 


7:,"0 court, was adjourned until 8:30 
Saturday morning.

*; H«mpst<><l. who testified to tbe 


ceipts, including the receipt of H. O. 
and Blanche Crawmer. He was shown 
these photographs and the defense of- 
fered them in evidence. A nobjeotion 
by the stale was sustained. Mr. Owen 
stated that he wanted these 
photo- 


graphs to go in, because the 'handwrit- 
ing expert had testified that he had 
made an analysis of the disputed hand- 
writing 
from photography 
and he 


wanted these photographs to go to the 
jury, so as to be compared with the 
signatures. 


The defense then rested and W. J. 


Cook was called in rebuttal. He testi- 
fied that he was a B. & O. fireman andj 


of -the: 


and that he never new one named Tim- 
o'thy Fitzpatrick. He said on cross-ex- 
amination that he 'did not pretend to 
know every fireman in Newark. This 
evidence was intended to rebutt that 
given by Langafelter who had testified 
that in 1900 Timothy Fitzpatrick was 
a B. & O. fireman. 


The most sensational 
feature that 


has yet developed in the trial was the 
scathing cross-examination of Lingafel- 
ter by Prosecutor Fitzgibbon. His tes- 
timony was attacked along every line, 
and the defense frequently objected to 
the conduct oi the prosecutor. It is 
the general impression here that Lin- 
gafelter would have, gotten a verdict 
or; at least, a disagreement, if he had 
not taken the stand himself. The opin 
ion is almost unanimous that a mis- 
take was made in putting the defend- 
ant on the stand. Upon cross-^xain.- 
inaition by Mr. Fitzgibbon, the defend- 
ant's testimony was most materially 
shaken. Mr. Fitzgbbon was unmerci- 
ful aiid gave an impression that will 
have its effect upon the jury. Judge 
Coyner would frequently remark, "Mr. 
Fitzgibbon. you are going too far." 


The cross-examination was spectac- 


ular in many of its features.and at- 
torneys here say it was the most effec- 
tual before a jury that .they have 
leard. The cross-examination 
was 


along the general line of impeaching 
;he credibility of the defendant's testi- 
mony. The prosecutor's first question 
was, "Who was your first assistant In 
he Homestead Building Association?" 


The answer was, "My wife and then 


in the trial of your son that your ac- 
count as county auditor of Licking 
county ha'd not been examined by or- 
ders of the state auditor?" 


The answer was "I have no recollec- 


tion of it." 


An objection by the defense was sus- 


tained. 
Mr. Llngatelter wanted to 


read a statement, but his counsel 
shouted a chorus, "We're objecting 
Mr. Lingafelter, and we'll take care o 
the record." 


Mr. Fitzgibbon: "Didn't you receiv 


over $4000 excessive fees while aud 
tor of Licking county?" 


"I have no recollection of ever re

Mr. Lingafelter was shown a pape 


purporting to be from the State Board 
Examiners, and asked whether or no 
it was true. 


"We object," shouted the three law 


yers for the defendant, leaping to their 
feet. "We object to the prosecutor pet 
tifogging." said Phil B. Smythe. 


By Mr. Owen: "You know more 


about practicing law than that, Fitz.' 


By B. G. Smythe: 
"He don't know 


how to practice law any other way." 


It was evident that Mr. Fitzgibbon

St. Petersburg, Feb. 25.—Official dis- 


patches dispose of the rumor of Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin's retirement from the 
Shakhe river, but taken in connection 
with the Tsinketchen dispatch show 
that operations of an important nature 
are in progress in the mountain re- 
gion to the eastward. The movement 
was precipitated by the Russians, who 
last week sent out two divisions and 
occupied well advanced positions. The 
Japanese attacked these positions in 
force. 


The war office attaches considerable 


importance to the blowing up of the 
bridge south of Haicheng, and hopes 
it will interrupt the transportation 
north of the Port Arthur munitions for 
some time at this critical stage of 
affairs. 


A Mukden dispatch says: "The Japs 


in superior numbers forced the Rus- 
sian detachment at Tsinkhetchin to 
abandon their base at Beresnefi hill. 
The battle has been desperate on both 
sides.

A new allotment has been 
the dream of the Moajiks ever since 
emancipation. The Moujiks are likely 
to turn upon the proprietors as they 
did several years ago in the provinces 
of Saratoff and Poltava, when almost 
complete anarchy reigned for some 
time. Private reports also leave no 
room for doubt that the strikes in the 
whole region below Moscow are al- 
most entirely political in character. 
The situation generally in the south of 
Russia is. becoming worse instead of 
better, and contains 
many factors 


which are causing the authorities the 
greatest alarm. 


Reports of activity at Vladivostok 


in anticipation of an attack on that 
place by the Japanese are confirmed, 
but the town continues in its accus- 
tomed gaycty, in which the civil and 
military 
elements participate. The 


channels of business continue there in 
their normal condition, notwithstand- 
ing the fact the stringent patrol by 
the Japanese of the straits between 
the island of Sakhalin-and the coast 
of Japan has completely interrupted 
movements of shipping. Supplies at 
Vladivostok, it is reported, are plenti- 
ful, though prices are high. 


Russian Outposts Driven In. 


Tsinketchen, via Mukden, Feb. 25.— 


There has been continued fighting in 
this district.
